The vessel went aground opposite 
Oak island. She floated off uninjured at 11 
o'clock, and cleared Fire island bar at 
11:11 o'clock. About one hundred of the 
Normannia’ passengers refused to go on 
the Cepheus, preferring to cross over to 
Babylon and take the train for the city. 
They left here on board the Ripple at 9:15 
o'clock a. m., for Babylon, under military 
escort, to take the train on the Long Island 
railroud at that point.

done its work anf adjourned. It has 
nominated an U and a full con- 
gressional ticket. The electoral ticket is 
uninstructed and unpledged. It is simply 
anti-Cleveland, and is composed of a con- 
glomeration of so-called Jeffersonian 
democrats, people’s party men and repub- 
licans. It is locked upon as a Weaver 
ticket, but is not instructed for him. In- 
deed, Weaver’s nume was not mentioned 
in the convention today. 

Chris Magee, who has been here manip- 
ulatinn matters for the Mosely wing of 
the republican party, remarked tonight 
that the ticket was perfectly satisfactory 
to the republicans and they would vote 
for it. He looks upon it as a ticket that 
will never go to Cleveland and can be 
used for Harrison if necessary. 

The first work of the convention this 
morning was the adoption of a resolution 
sending greetings to “Tom Watson in his 
fight against the organized democracy of 
Wall street,” and promising to meet him 
with nine congressmen on the floor of 
the next congress who will stand on the 
Omaha platform.

Richmond, Va., September 16.—(Spe- 
eial.)— The people of the south really know 
very little about the history of the man 
whom they are asked by the people’s party 
to support for the high and honorable posi- 
tion of vice president of he United States. 

They have a general dea that he is a 
Virginian, served in the confederate army, 
is a lawyer by profession, and was for one 
term attorney general of this old common- 
wealth; but, beyond this, the public is not 
very well informed as to nis career, which 
now covers a period of but three and a 
half years less than three score and ten. 

Even in this state, where General Field 
was born, reared, has spent nearly all of 
his life, and filled one of the highest offices 
in the gift of the people, little more than 
this is known by the general 2 It 
may, therefore, be of interest to the reuders 
of The Constitution in Virziaia, as well as 
in Georgia and other states south of us, to 
give a more elaborate outline of the life 
of this gentleman than any of the papers 
have yet published. 

Of Euglish Descent. 

James Gaven Field, who was on the 
morning of July Sth given the highly 
esteemed, though entirely mpty honor of 
being named for second ~lace on the presi- 
dential ticket of the latest political creation, 
was born in eae county, this state, 
February 24, 1826, and will, therefore, 
celebrate his sixty-seventh birthday but 
eight days before the inauguartion of the 
next president of the United States. He is 
descended from English ancestors and is 
distantly connected with Justice Field and 
other branches of this family, which has 
figured in American history for several 
centuries. His father was the late Yancey 
Field, also of Culpeper: Field, the younger, 
received a common school education, clerk- 
ed for a time in a country store, and, in 
1849, went to California as a clerk to 
Postmaster Henry Hill, of the United 
States army. He was in California when 
the convention assembled which framed the 
constitution upon which that state was 
admitted into the union, and was secretary 
of the body. He remained in California 
some years, and then returned to his native 
state and commenced the practice of law in 
the counties of Culpeper, Orange, Greene, 
Madison and Fauquier, having studied law

The majority of the advance guard, the 
fraternity boys, have already arrived and 


members of the faculty have all taken up 

their regular hours and are putting things 

in shipshape for the regular term duties. 
Some Important Changes. 

In the regular curriculum and the heads 
of departments there are no important 
changes for the term of 92-03 with the 
exception of several extensions that come 
in the line of material improvement. 

The most important new feature or rath- 
er change of conduct is in the new order 
of things regarding the literary societies. 
The university proper has taken immediate 
control of the societies and will, in the 
future, have full government thereof. The 
board of trustees has made an appropria- 
tion to bear all the legitimate expenses, 
such as janitors, lights and fuel, and the 
only expense that will have to be defrayed 
by the society members will be their cele- 
brations, whereas before all these expenses 
have had to be borne by them. The board 
of trustees also recommended the reduction 
of the society initiatioa fee from $5 to $2. 
It may be reduced to $1 in some of the so- 
cieties. 

All school duties will be suspended on 
Saturday in the future and the students 
will meet in their society halls and devote 
their usual Saturday recitation hours to 
such matters as will be brought up by their 
teachers in connection with the benefiting 
features of the societies. The societies 
having been made a regular department of 
the university they will be under the imme- 
diate control of the faculty, and, while the 
boys will be relieved of a considerable 
amount of expense, they will, of course, be 
deprived of some of their free and easy 
privileges; at least their latitude will be 
greatly reduced. 

In this new order of things it is designed 
to give the students all the benefits possi- 
ble arising from their societies a the 
time and money devoted thereto.

THE FORCE BILL A MISTAKE 


Mr. Halstead Defines His Position on the 
Federal Electioa Law. 
From The New York Herald. 

To the Editor of The Herald—You may per- 
mit the use of a few lines in reply to two 
remarks The Herald makes this morning about 
the communication you do me the honor to 
print simultaneously in your American and 
European editions. 

Have the republicans diseovered, you ask, 
that the force bill, this obgaxious measure,” 
is “to be abandoned as a mistake?“ 

The force bill was overdjawn and yet in- 
adequate. It was, in my~judgment, as it 
passed the house, too big, and yet without 
efficacy. Senator Hoar improved it in sen- 
ate committee, and yet there was too much of 
it. It sorely needed simplification. Such a 
measure was provoked, however, by the nulll- 
fication of the war amendments of the con- 
stitution. I never thought it the right remedy, 
but t the arguments employed against it by 
democrats In the senate were sound the war 
wag the greatest blunder and crime in history. 

The president was bound to the con- 
stitution and he included the war amendments. 
He. could not flinch from the acceptance of 
the responsibility congress ‘seemed to pro- 
pose. He followed the straight line of duty. 

A statesman takes note of time and circum- 
stance. The president ranks as one of the 
half dozen statesmen in the world. What he 
says in his letter of a tatice is admirably 
candid and thorough. e Alabama election 
has told the wisest of our fellow citizens of 
both parties many things it is well for all men 
to know.
